Local Man Helps 
to Build Breakwater 
for Invasion Beach 

Giant concrete breakwaters built 
in England by United States Army 
Engineers were floated across the 
Channel shortly after D-Day to 
wall in the harbors improvised at 
the Normandy beach-heads, it has 
been revealed at Headquarters, 
Communications Zone. 

The artificial harbors made pos¬ 
sible the Allied successes in the 
Battle of France by solving one 
of the most important problems 
of supply. Through them a great¬ 
er tonnage wa3 hauled over the 
beaches than could have been un¬ 
loaded in almost any of the jrreat 
Continental ports. 

For months before D-Day, the 
Engineer soldiers worked in secret 
on a round-the-clock schedule, 
pouring concrete into vast steel 
ribs to form the floating break¬ 
waters. Finally the barges were 
pulled from the Thames Estuary 
town into the channel. 

Looking like floating apartment 
houses, they were towed across to 
the shores of France. Water-tight 
compartments responsible for their 
buoyancy were opened there and 
the breakwaters sank in place. 

The constructing units are now 
in action in Europe.

Certificates should not be filed 
with the Collector of Internal 
Revenue. They are to be filed by 
the employe and must be retained 
by the employer. 

Beginning January 1, new with¬ 
holding tax rates will go into ef¬ 
fect and changes will be made in 
the amounts allowed for support¬ 
ing dependents. The certificates 
are necessary to enable employers 
to compute their payrolls in ac¬ 
cordance with the new provisions 
of the law. Only information re¬ 
quired is the employe’s name and 
address and the number of de¬ 
pendents and personal exemptions.

This year, as never before, the Christmas Seals 
are needed. Tuberculosis Is on the increase. The 
steady progress of medical science in the treat¬ 
ment of the disease has not been sufficent to 
stem the debilitating inroads of war. Our crowded 
war production centers, overwork and nervous ex¬ 
haustion have been an open invitation to tubercu¬ 
losis. The great tragedy is that too many persons 
don’t realize it when the unwelcome guest has 
found its way into their homes. 

Yes, the Christmas Seal has new significance 
this year. It is one means by which all of us can 
take part in the fight against the renewed threat 
of man’s ancient enemy—the white plague.

In September, Sierra Madre failed to reach the 
quota of 175 pints of blood, there being only 145, 
due largely to the failure of many who had signed 
up to appear. For the previous Bank we had to 
call on 40 service boys at Santa Anita to make up 
the quota. 

The Mobile Blood Bank cannot spend the time 
of the Unit and the physicians and nurses for less 
than the full quota. 

This is a sad showing for the patriotism of 
“Our Town”. We are only asked to GIVE our 
blood, which is painless and harmless. The boy 
you are giving it for, is suffering untold agonies 
in LOSING HIS BLOOD. 

One of the strongest cartoons we have ever 
seen was one showing the enemy storming the

The custom of taking victims for a ride, it 
appears, is not confined after all to American 
gangsters. In Germany plans are officially in the 
making to take King Leopold of Belgium and 
other prominent prisoners on a U-Boat ride to 
Japan, as hostages for German war criminals who 
may fall into Allied hands. 

At least that is the report out of Stockholm, in 
a dispatch assertedly based on a story printed in 
Herman Goering's own newspaper, the Essener 
National Zeitung. 

Under the plan, if any Nazi leader is sentenced 
to death by Allied war-criminal courts, a hostage 
will pay the same price simultaneously in Ger¬ 
many or Japan. The story said the Germans be¬ 
lieve they have a sufficient number of captive 
British, French, Russian and other Allied leaders 
to counterbalance the number of Nazis likely to 
be accused of atrocities. 

Fantastically ugly as the plan sounds, it must 
be remembered that Nazis are fantastic people. 
Few people placed any credence in Hitler’s Mein 
Kampf, in which the Nazi leader clearly outlined 
to the world his murderous purpose. Yet the 
claims, the predictions and the threats of Mein 
Kampf almost came true. Had it not been for 
the early, stubborn resistance of the British, the 
Nazi tide might have engulfed the civilized world 
before the United States woke to the danger. 

Nothing is too desperate or fantastic for gang¬ 
sters, national or international, and the U-Boat 
ride actually may be in prospect. But Hitler and 
his gang certainly will not escape just retribution 
by fleeing to Japan with or without hostages. 
American forces are on the road to Tokyo now, 
and although Hitler may get there first, United 
States troops will not he far behind.

YOUR GARDEN 

By JESSIE RUSSELL 


CUTTING FLOWERS FOR 
WINTER:— There are just a few 
bedding plants that are practical 
to grow for Winter flowers. It is 
best to plant these from nursery 
plants as it is nqy too late to 
plant them from seed. The fol¬ 
lowing are the kinds that we 
would recommend for cut flowers. 

SNAPDRAGONS:— Colorful, 
easy to grow, can be used in 
background as they grow at least 
two feet high. The new rust-re¬ 
sistant varieties are much more 
satisfactory to grow. They come 
in the following colors—red, 
orange, yellow, pink and white. 
Plant 9 to 12 inches apart. Do 
not allow them to get too dry and 
fertilize with a quick acting com¬ 
mercial fertilizer (we use Grow- 
master Fertilizer on our own). 

BISMARK STOCKS:— Stocks 
are a little more difficult to grow 
than the snapdragons but if you 
will always remember not to over 
water them and plant them in a 
bed that does not collect water 
when it rains or in ground that 
is covered by a sprinkling system, 
you will have good success in 
growing them and they are quite 
well worth growing as their fra¬ 
grant, double blossoms are very 
showy in the garden. And as for 
cut flowers, they are one of the 
best. Colors are lavender, cream, 
pink, rose, red and white. Culture 
is the same as snapdragons ex¬ 
cept for watering. 

CALENDULAS: — For cheer- 1 
fulness and abundance of cut 
flowers, try a bed of calendulas. 
They grow low enough so that 
you can use them for borders. 
They are easy to grow but must 1 
have lots of sunshine. Do not 1 
plant them in the shade. They 
like water and fertilizer but will 
grow without either if necessary. 
Plant about 12 inches apart. 
Colors are orange and yellow. 

RANUNCULA S: —These double 
poppy-like flowers in the brightest 
colors imaginable are grown from ! 
bulbs. It is not too late to plant 
bulbs for Spring bloom or if you 
want late Winter bloom you can 
purchase plants already started in 
pot bands. Ranunculas make ex-! 
cellent cut flowers. Plant about 
4 inches apart. The bulbs can be 
saved for planting another ear.
